iteamheating main is leaking badly. 

The steam comes up from the man- 
hole In great volume and many 
pounds escape constantly.

THE lio A lilt OF EDUCATION. 

In regard to the eligibility of 
some of the Republican members of 
the board of education, It Is plain to 
any one who has Investigated the 
Question that no one has been seated 
In the board of education who was 
t ot eligible, and no one was discard- 
ed who was eligible.

Captain Ed Farley was elected 
a school trustee in place of Mr.’ 
Henry McGee, a Democrat, who fail- 
ed to qualify. Mr. McGee had he 
been sworn in, would have been 
holding two offices, which Is prohib- 
ited by law. but a law entirely dif- 
ferent from the one which was cited 
against Dr. Williamson, when to 
serve their purpose the Democratic 
trustees attempted to make a “fed- 
eral office” out of the measly place 
of pension examiner. The law pre- 
venting Mr. McGee from holding the 
two places Is plain and as follows: 

Section 165, Kentucky Constltu- 
tlc/h: 

.."Incompatible Offices— No person 
shall, at the same time, be a state 
officer or a deputy officer, or a mem- 
ber of the general assembly, and an 
officer of any county, city, town or 
other munclpality, or an employe 
thereof; and no person shall, at the 
same time, fill two municipal oflfoeg. 
either in the same or different mu- 
nicipalities." 

There is another law which says: 

“Section 3744 Acceptance of In- 
compatible office, effect of. The ac- 
ceptance by one in office of another 
office, or employments incompatible 
with the one he holds, shall operate 
to vacate the first." 

Hud Mr. McGee preferred, he 
might have under the last quoted 
section relinquished his position on 
the health board, and taken the one 
in the school board, but he did not 
accept, and until he did accept and 
qualify, he could not have vacated 
the ffrst office. 

In regard to Capt. Ed Farley's 
holding the position of election com- 
missioner and school trustee, the 
circuit clerk*of McCracken county is 
also an election commission- 
er- and before he became 
a member of the board, the 
sheriff of McCracken county was a 
member. Certainly If the legislature 
of Kentucky considered a place on 
the election board an “office,” 1» 
would not have attempted to violate 
:he constitution and laws by requlr-

ItLKHH THE LAWYERS! 

Speaking of the Ills from which 
the country is suffering, the Saturday 
Evening Post sums them all up in a 
few words, — “legislatures and law- 
yers.” It devotes a brief, but elo- 
quent chapter to each, and both aie 
so good that they should be read by 
everybody. Here they are: 

“Now comes the season of legisla- 
tures. At the national capltol, and

“Of these several thousand tempo- 
rary hut potent custodians of our 
rights, how many sit in seats bought 
for them by Interests hostile to the 
public good?

Finally, how many sit In their own 
proper persons, men free and eager 
to do what is right?

But If they 
buttoned their frock coats and, with- 
out doing any lawmaking, rode home 
on their free passes from the rail- 
ways. would we as a nation be any 
tt)e worse off?

The canning factory men who were 
In Paducah day before yesterday will 
no doubt either purchase the canning 
factory here at Tenth and Norton, or 
build a new one. There hna been talk 
of the company making Paducah n 
distribution point, hut It Is claimed 
that Cairo has been derided on be- 
cause of Its more ndvnntngeous 
freight rates. 

Today's Cairo Bulletin says: 

"According to Mr. R. B. Polk, 
vice-president and secretary of the J. 
T. Polk Canning company of Oroon 
wood, Ind., one of the largest con- 
cerns of the kind In this section of 
the country, the company has derid- 
ed to move Its headquarter* to Cairo. 
Mr. Polk was In Cairo yesterday and 
he said the unexcelled shipping fn 
rllltles and the rich agricultural conn 
try surrounding the city attracted 
the company's attention to Cairo and 
they will Interest the farmers of Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Kentucky In grow- 
ing corn, tomatoes, peas, beans.etc., 
which they will purchase at reasona 
ble prices In large quantities. 

"The Polk company has factories 
at Mound City, III., and Wlckllffe, 
Ky. They expect to establish one 
here and others at surrounding points 
with Cairo as headquarters. 

"Mr. Polk left for Mound City yes- 
terday where he will address a meet- 
ing of Pulaski and Alexander coun- 
ty farmers today. Since the estab- 
lishment of the factory In Mound 
City the farmers of the surrounding 
territory have engaged extensively In 
growing the products used by that 
compuny and have greatly beueflted 
thereby. 

"The J. T. Polk company'* plant at 
Greenwood, is one of the largest can- 
ning factories In Indiana. During 
the busy season last year the factory- 
broke all canning records by putting 
up and shipping 7 car loads of canned 
peas for seven consecutive days. The 
corn and tomato shipments were in 
proportion. 

"Mr. Polk will return from Mound 
City tonight and will spend several 
days in looking over the territory 
surrounding Cairo. 

"He is accompanied by Mr. Harry

— River 1 tuts Itlamed for 
Thefts. 



When Ike Frogge, an employe of 
the Thompson Stock Yards near 
Caldwell avenue In the southern por- 
tion of the city, went to go Into an I. 
C. caboose this morning to warm, 
having been working out In the cold 
with the stock, he mot with rather a 
warm reception, rather a little too 
warm to suit him, and as a result he 
is wearing bandages about his head 
and ah I. C. flagman is wanted here 
for malicious assault with Intent to 
kill. 

This morning about 11 o’clock an 
outgoing freight train was standing 
In the "lead" waiting to go past the 
I. C. depot east. The train was long 
enough to bring the caboose even 
with the stock yards, and Frogge 
went in to get warm. 

When he entered, according to his 
story, he spoke a few words of greet- 
ing and started towards the stove 
when the flagman, whom Frogge had 
not noticed particularly, advanced 
suddenly on him and struck him In 
the head with a monkey wrench. 
Frogge grappled with hint and suc- 
ceeded In preventing the railroader 
from doing him any further harm. 

After leaving the caboose, Frogge 
telephoned to police headquarters 
and Detective Will Baker was sent 
to the depot to apprehend the flag- 
man who had gone out on the train 
several minutes before the officer 
arrived. 

Frogge Is not badly injured but 
says that the assault was unprovok- 
ed. He thinks the flagman muttered 
something about Frogge's having 
"done hlin dirt" once, and thinks It a 
case of mistaken Identity. The police 
have a description of the flagman and 
will arrest him on his return to the 
city.

Steamboat men and others having 
property about the river, especially 
skiffs and other small boats, are 
complaining loudly against "river 
rats," and declare that they all 
ought to be driven outside (he city 
nnd county limits. The Immediate 
cause of this feeling Is the frequent 
and mysterious disappearance of 
skiffs during the past few weeks. Il 
Is believed by the owners that there 
Is an organized gang of skiff thieves 
operating hereabout, as too many 
boats have been taken, and too good 
a grade of them picked to Justify the 
theory of accident. 

During the past several days 
Langstaff A Co. have lost- two, the 
Ayer-Lord Co. two, the United States 
Gas. Coal and Coke Co. and the coal 
combine one each, and several oth- 
er companies and persons from one 
to three skiffs each.

This Is on-j thing 
that makes It almost Impossible to 
find out who steals the boats or to 
get them back without loss when 
they are located, as a man buying 
on? of them will have to give It up 
tq the proper owner if caught, un- 
leas he claims he caught It In the 
liver. In which event he gets ft for 
1 itt chlng It. ’«
